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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 -4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either Gorden or Llewellyn et al. in view of either Scott or Kosofsky et al. 

Re claim 1, Gorden and Llewellyn are cited disclosing a trolleyed washing tank having 
a collection tank and a second pump (as claimed in the specific location), which differs 
from the claim only in the recitation of the first pump. Scott and Kosofsky are cited 
disclosing a first pump (104 in Kosofsky and 19 in Scott). It therefore would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to modify the device of either Gorden or 
Llewellyn, to include a first pump as taught by either Scott or Kosofsky, for the purpose 
of positively removing the debris-laden fluid for recycling. Re claim 2, Llewellyn 
discloses the brush. Re claim 3, Gorden and Llewellyn disclose the angled base. Re 
claim 4, Gorden discloses the filter. 

3. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over the 
applied prior art as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Magliocca. 

Claim 5 defines over the applied prior art only in the recitation of the support. Magliocca 
discloses the support as claimed. It therefore would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art to modify the device of either Gorden or Llewellyn, for the 
purpose of providing a more compact arrangement. 
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4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. In Hearn et al., Ehrhardt, Holzbeger, Franz et al., Knowlton and 
Yamamoto et al., note the cleaning means.
